Highway Ordinance 
Decided by Gov't

Patrol Boat 
Speeds to Aid 
2 ‘Hot’ Ships 


YOKOHAMA (Kyodo) — The 
700-ton Maritime Safety Agency 
patrol boat Muroto vesterday 
morning sped out of Yokohama 
for Guam on a Mission to ex- 
tend assistance to the Govern- 
ment survey ship Takuyo and 
its accompanying patrol boat 
Satsuma which recently § en- 
countered strong radioactivity 
while making a scientific sur- 
vey of the South Pacific. 

The MSA placed aboard the 
Muroto a doctor and 11 seamen 
to replace some crew members 
of the two radiated ships who 
may be required to return home 
early for medical attention. A 
large supply of provisions, cloth 
ing and medical equipment was 
also loaded on. the patrol boat. 

The 700-ton Takuyo was en- 
gaged in Japan’s Pacific oceano- 
graphic survey under the Inter- 
national Geophysical Year pro- 
gram along with the Satsuma, 
its escort. ship, when the two 
ships were exposed to violent 
air radioactivity up to 23,000 
counts near Truk July 15 and 
afterward. 

The two ships, heading for 
the equator, had to veer off to 
escape the “hot” seas around 
the danger zone surrounding 
the Bikini-Eniwetok proving 
area. They were checked for 
radioactivity last week by an 
American medical team at 
Rabaul, New. Britain Island, 
where they had sought haven. 

A message from the ships 
vesterday said their crew mem 
bers were in good health. and 


the ships were due to leave 
Rabaul yesterday evening for 
Guam as scheduled. 


Both the Takuyo and Satsuma 
are due to arrive at Guam 
Aug. 2. 

Their IGY survey program 
has been completely disrupted 
by the incident. 

Meanwhile, Foreign Minister 
Aiichiro Fujivama told a House 
of Representatives Foreign 
Affairs Committee meeting ves- 
terday that the Government will 
file a strong protest with the 
United States as soon as the ex- 
tent of the damage is known.

Japanese customs officials yes- 
terday estimated that more than 
90 per cent of the goods sold in 
black markets throughout the 
country come from U.S. military 
post exchanges and commis. 
saries. 

They gave this estimate in 
the wake of a crackdown -last 
week on 72 black-market outlets 
in Tokyo, Yokohama, Kobe and 
44 other cities. 

Goods valued at nearly $30,000 
were confiscated, mostly Ameri- 


can Wrist watches, Cameras, 
fountain pens, refrigerators,

A plot to utilize a National- 
iet Chinese warship for smuggl- 
ing activities with innocent 
Japanese university students on 
a goodwill boxing tour to Tal- 
wan as couriers has been ur 
covered by local maritime au- 
thorities., 


Yokohama Maritime Safety 
Agency officials Saturday called 
in for questioning Tsal Hsu- 
shong, 34, director of the Tosei 
Trading Co. in Shibuya, Tokyo, 
on suspicion of being the alleg- 
ed ringleader of the smuggling 
plot. 


They also confiscated 59 arti- 
ficial jewels and 140 boxes of 
medicine valued at ¥167,000. 


According to Investigations by 
the authorities, Tsai arranged to 
have ai é§ Nationalist Chinese 
naval craft transport a Japanese 
university goodwill boxing team 
to Taiwan. He then presented

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NEW YORK—Chemicailly the 
“happiness pill” behaves inside 
the human body a great deal like 
the sleeping pill behaves, ac- 
cording to the newest scientific 
effort to show definitely whether 
or not the “happiness pill” is 
habit-forming. 


The question is no small one 
because the “happiness pill” 
now is being prescribed in the 
‘millions, which means that un- 
told thousands of people are ad- 
dicted to this drug if it is habit- 
forming. The newest scientific 
answer if that it is, in the same 
way the sleeping pill is. 

The habit-forming sleeping 
pill one or another of the 
barbituates, The “happiness 
pill,” compared to the barbitur- 
ates by Dr. John A. Ewing and 
Thomas M. Haizlip of the Uni- 
versity of North Carolina, is 
meprobamate which is better 
known to the public by the trade 
names, “Miltown” and “Equa- 
nil.” 

Meprobamate is a useful drug 
and the purpose of the in- 
vestigation was not to put up 
any red flags against its use, 
but rather to guide physicians 
in using it in their patients. 
Indeed, Wyeth Laboratories, 
makers of “Equanil,” supplied 
the meprobamate for the in- 
vestigation. 

The scientists advised phy- 
Sicians to build up mepro 
bamate doses from a small 
beginning, and to take their 
patients off it by degrees rather 

than abruptly. ‘Thus, the “with- 
drawal symptoms” which are 
the mark of drug = addiction, 
can be avoided, they said. 

The World Health Organiza- 
ecently classified all the 
tranqutiding drugs as “potenti- 
ally habit-forming.” To this 
Ewing and Haizlip added that 
“probably any drug that offers a 
sedative or a tranquilizing ef- 
fect can be habit forming, the

become dependent upon any 
drug, even a nonactive one, if 
the medication offers a suitable 
psychologic meaning to him, 
But at least the patient does 
not face any problem of phy- 
Slologic tolerance or withdrawal 
reactions.” 

As with the barbiturates, the 
body adjusts to the continuing 
presence of meprobamate in its 
chemistry, and so the same dose 
on, say, the 20th day of taking, 
produces less effect than on the 
first. The central nervous sys- 
tem accepts the chemically In- 
duced slow-down and when the 
chemical is withdrawn “there is 
a resurgence of electric activ- 
ity” and trouble, they reasoned. 

They experimented with 75 
patients of the North Carolina 
Mental Hospital at Raleigh, who 
were divided into three groups 
of 25 each. One group was 
given a fairly heavy dose of 
meprobamate dally for 40 days; 
a second group got half that 
dosage for the same length of 
time; the third was given iden- 
tically appearing pills but these 
pills were chemical blanks, At 
the end of 400 days, the patients 
getting meprobamate _ started 
getting the blanks. 


These are the conditions of 
science’s classical “double blind 
test” whose results are sup- 
posed to be unquestionable 
since no one knows what pati- 
ents are getting which kind of 
pills until it is all over. Of 
the patients who were on me- 
probamate, 44 had “withdrawal 
symptoms” when switched to 
the blank, which ranged from 
“mild” to “severe.” 

Dr. Ewing is assistant pro- 
fessor of psychiatry at U. of 
N.C; Haizlip is a senior medical 
student who did the work under 
Ewing's direction. Ewing has 
been prominent in investigat- 
ing just what tranquilizers do 
to body chemistry. They made 
their report to the New Eng- 


land Journal of Medicine, —

My theory on putting is that 
putting is like any other part of 
the game of golf, 


Use the stance you can go 
with, I used to putt with a 
wide open stance. Now I putt 


with a closed stance. 

To get a strong position in 
putting you should position 
your left shoulder toward the 
hole. Try to set the blade 
squarely behind the ball. You 
take the biade of the putter 
straight back and use a straight 
foliow through on the ball. 


On breaking putts I set my 
body and position my shoulders 
for the line. If you have read 
the putt correctly the ball will 
break for the hole. Once I get 
the break I eliminate all thought 
of the line. From then on my 
only worry is the distance of 
the putt, 


I hit my putts on the down- 
stroke. A lot of pros disagree 
with me but I think it’s bad to 
hit putts on the upswing. By 
hitting on the downstroke, like 
you do with iron éhots, I find 
the putt holds the ground bet- 
ter and that the ball travels bet- 
ter over spike marks and inden- 
tations in the green.

U.K. Bank Resumes
